[low to Make tho Linen <>ooiN \Vlilto am 


Dissolve the required amount of bes 


starch in cold water; pour on boiling 
water, stirring it all tho time till of th' 
right consistency, thr.t is, about a« 
thick as paste for ordinary purposes; i 
too thick, it will not iron nicely; If toe 
thin, the linen will not bo stiff enough 
\Vhcn the clothes come, from tin; rinst: 
water, rub the starch well into shir 
bosoms, cuffs and cellars, and repcn 
the operation until thoroughly satnrat 
cd; then hang t-liom on the line. 1 
the, starch is now made quite thin, i 
can l>e utilized for various other n.rli 
tiles included in t-lic wa-shing. 


When the shirts, cufis and collar-sap 


to be ironed, clip (turce hours befop 
ironing) each piece in a weak solution 
of cold starch and roll up tightly. Aft- 
er lying the required length of time, 
place them on the bosom-board, and 
with a clean, damp clom rub them tin- 
til they lie smoothly. 
Now lay a piece 


of thin muslin over the article, raid 
with a moderately hot iron pass over it 
once; then reuiovu the piece of muslin 
andiron as usual,'until the article is 
perfectly RtilE anil dry. 


Various substances .ire used to give 


linen a polish. A bit of white wax or 
gum arable water, added to the starch 
when boiling makes a reliable founda- 
tion for n good polish. A laundry 
piliiih can scan'.ely l;c. obtained without 
Inn use. of a polishing iron, which niny 
be 7jurehnsed at any hardware store. 
Tho article's to lr.; polished are first 
ironed in the ordinary w;iy, then dam- 
pened by laying them on ;i wet cloth, 
then placed on a. board and rubbt.'tl 
hard with tlic biilgo of the iron until 
tlioy s^iinr:. 


Linen aft-er being ironed should bo 


plac'fid near the stove or in the son un- 
til perfectly dry, as the garments will 
be much fitiffcr than if left to dry 
slowly.

BENJAMIN F. BUTLER. 


One of tho Most TJuique Charac- 


ters in History. 


UU C«rr*r u K Lawyer, Statesnian and 


Koldlcr—A I'lctureujue Individual 


wltb Oreat Virtues tn«<i 


Som* Vice*. 


The late Benjamin Franklin litttler 


first saw the light of day in Deerlield, 
N. U., .November 5, 1S18. 
His father 


wan Capt. John liutler, who served in 
the war of the revolution. 
Ucajamin 


was graduated at Waterville college, 
Maine, was admitted to the bar iu 1840, 
began practice at Lowell, MIKS., and 
Boon made a high reputation as a law- 
yer, especially in criminal eases. He 
also won prominence in polities at an 
early day, being elected to the Massa- 
chusetts house as a democrat in 1853 and 
to the state senate in 1859. 


The following year he was a delegate 


to the democratic national convention 
at Baltimore, but withdrew with a ma- 
jority of the Massachusetts delegates, 
with the announcement: "I would not 
sit in a convention where the African 
slave trade, which is piracy by the laws 
of my country, is approvingly advo- 
cated." In the same year he was de- 
feated as the democratic candidate for 
tfovernor of Massachusetts. 


When President Lincoln issued his 


first call for troops to suppress the south- 
ern rebellion, Butler wits a brigadier 
general-of . the Massachusetts militia. 
On the 17th of April he marched with 
the liighth Massachusetts regiment to 
Annapolis, and was placed in command 
of the district of Annapolis, which in- 
cluded the city of Baltimore. lie en- 
tered that city on the ISth of May, 1801, 
at the head of nine hundred men and 
occupied the city, placing it under inar- 
ti&i law. "tie was ma<le -a major gen- 
eral during the same month and as- 
signed to the command of Fortress 
Monroe. Here he issued his famous 
proclamation declaring *la,vcs contra- 
band of war, and for many years after- 
ward the negroes were universally re- 
ferred to as "contrabands," "the intel- 
ligent contraband" occupying a large 
space in the war literature of the period. 
In-August he commanded the force that 
captured 'Forts Uatteras and Clark, iu 
North Carolina. His attempt to dig the 
Dutch Gap canal cost many thousands 
of lives. 


About this tim« he :becarne- involved 


In a controversy with Admiral Porter, 


BF.N'JAMl?! F. 'BUTLJiK. 


and for the good of the turvieii the two 


I officers were separated. Gen. Hutler be- 
ing- assigned to coinrnuml at New Or- 
leans. It was during this controversy 
that the general referred to th<;:!<lmir;tl 
as "Kottlcd Porter," a soubriquet that 
clung to the naval commander for many 
years. 
Before his assignment to New 


Orleans Gen. IJutler h»<l recruited an 
expedition for service: on the lower .Mis- 
sissippi. In March, IfiGS the expedition 
reached Ship island and marched up the 
river to New Orleans and cooperated in 
the attack made upon the' city by Ad- 
miral Farragiit. 


On taking possession of the city Gen. 


Butler assumed despotic powers, for- 
bade the promenadhiir of women on thn 
streets after nightfall, and inavtj,iirated 
sanitary reforms that ultimately proved 
of inestimable value in guarding :-:;jninst 
epidemics of yellow fever. 
He armed 


the negroes of the city and levied forced 
contributions for the support of the 
poor and for the .improvement of the 
eity. 
Me ordered the execution of Wil- 


liam Mumford for tearing the American 
flag from the mint. 
He was cordially 


hated by the southern people, nnd in 
December, 1803, JefFcrscn Davis issued 
a proclamation declaring him an oat- 
law. :Healso seized eight hundred thou- 
sand dollars in treasure that had been 
deposited at the ,Dutch consulate, in- 
sisting that it was.intended for tho pnr- 
shase of arms for the confederates. 


December If,, i^a, (;,.n. uut]or was 


recalled from New 'Orleans. 
At the 


time he.declared that this was prompted 
by Bcrnis Napoleon, who contemplated 
an Invasion of Mexico, to which Itutler 
was hostile. In 1803 he commanded the 
inny of -the James, .including the de- 
partments of Virginia and North Caro- 
lina. He was subsequently sent to 
New York, where trouble was feared at 
the elections, but his stay there was 
*hort, owing to the protests of leading 
atizeDS .and officials. 
Returning to 


North Carolina he marte a futile attack 
upon Fort Fisher, near Wilmington. 
This ended his military '_'arcer. 
He was 


removed by Gen. Grant .and returned to 
nis hom« in Massachusetts. 


G.en. 
Butler was one-of the most ac- 


tive of tbe -managers appointed by the 
x>nse in !«8 to conduct the impcach- 
•nent proceedings agiiinst President 
lobnson. be at that time having been 
elected to congress as a republican. He 
was elected jrovemor of Massachusetts 
in 1882 by the-democrats, after having 
been several Umes previously defeated 
» a candidate for the same office. His 
administration was signalized by the 
rewhsbury almsbouse inquiry, in which 
he appeared as tbe prosecutor. 
His 


lharfres were nottiuutained by the legis- 
lative investigating committee., lie was j 
rroominated in ISS." for governor, but 


defeated. 
In 1SS-I he was the can- 


iidate of the greenback ar.d anti- 
aonopoly parties for tlie presidency 
u>d received m,825 voU-s. (Sine* that 
time he devoted his energies to the 
practice of bu profession, appearing in

stead has. in \vhieh generation aftct 
(reneration of children have- been born, 
have passed through the perils of teoth 
ing, of croup and all other midnight 
alarms, have had scarlet fever and prol 
well, have had diphtheria for whicli the 
white streamer has fluttered from the 
door-handlo and a mother's heart has 
broken; a house where little boys havo 
played around in summer with stubbed 
toes or have built snow forts in winter, 
have fought with their brothers and 
other boys; have grown tip into tht 
squawlry hobbledehoy period; have mar- 
ried and gone away; a house which has 
had happy brides, happy mothers and 
mourning widows, and which still of- 
fers a coxy, warm shelter to- its own— 
this is an antiquity far more interesting

than any cold-footed 
old cathedral 


which was ever built with the money 
twisted out of the unwilling hands of a 
half-starved peasantry. 


The oldest homestead of"this kind in 


America is the Teller house at Mattca-

Dutchcss county, N. Y-, of which 


a picture is here given. It is still held 
by .the heirs in a direct line from old 
Hoger lirett, who built it in 1709. 
1'er- 


haps it isn't right to call him "old," sec- 
ing that he built it for his bride, who 
-was the daughter of Francis Rombout, 
who was a pretty big man in his day. 
He was a rich merchant in New Yoik 
away hack in the last part of the seven- 
teenth century, 
lie was mayor of tbe 


town and owned a lot of property on 
"De 11 errcs Htaat," which he probably 
considered a faii-ly good investment. 
What would Mr. Rombout have said if 
he could have foreseen that the"Ilerrcs 
Staat" was to be the Broadway of mod- 
ern New York, whereon one front foot 
is worth what would have been a for- 
tune in those days? This Francis Hoio- 
•bout, whose only daughter marrii-d 
Roger lirett, was tho man who, with 
Giulian Vrr Planck, secured from his 
Christian majesty, King .James II., a 
patent for 1(5,000 acres of- land extend- 
ing as far north as Poughkcepsie. 


In those days Thomas Dongan was 


vice-admiral of New York. Some sev- 
enty years after, about when modern- 
built houses would be tumbling down, 
this homestead was occupied by Rotert 
lirett.'s son-in-law, who was quarter- 
master fur a pestiferous robe! named 
George Washington. Salt -.mil provis- 
ions wore stored in its cullai-s, and rag- 
(fed continental soldiers slept in rows 
on the floors of its sp:iciotis chambers.
